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The three primary schools have been taught by the same teach- 
ers as in the preceding year; the North School by Miss Lillian Y. 
Chapman, the South School by Miss Lois D. Beck, and the Bay- 
side School by Miss Abbie E. Chapman. Additional experience — 
has given to these teachers additional force and efficiency, and 
their schools have shown a decided advance and improvement. 
The High School has had, and continues to have, an elevating in- 
fluence upon the lower schools, inspiring the scholars with a desire 
to enter it, and in this way inciting them to diligence in their 
studies. 

In September fifteen were admitted to the High School; of 
these, five were from the North School, three from the South, and 
seven from the Bayside. It would have been better, however, if 
half of them had continued to remain a year longer in the primary 
schools, for they have found the studies in the High School too diffi- 
cult for them, and it is not well for a young person to be put to 
studies too hard, or beyond his or her capacity. It tends to di- 
minish interest, and induce discouragement. We need an inter- 
mediate school, and it would be a good arrangement for the town 
if we had only threé schools —one primary, one intermediate, and 
one high school. 

The town owes an education to every child in the town, and it 

should be as complete as the town can afford to give. And there 
should be an open door to the High School for every child quali- 
fied to enter it. If there are some now in the High School who 
ought not to be there, it may be there are some now in the primary 
‘school who ought to be in the High School. In this matter we 
think the teachers can judge better than the Board of Education 
can do. 3 
- At the end of the summer term, Miss Mary A. Lyon, after four 
years of faithful, useful service, resigned her office as principal of 
the High School, and recommended Miss Delia E. Hapgood, of 
the same town with herself, Peru, Vermont, as her successor. 
Miss Hapgood is a graduate of Mount Holyoke College, is a fine 
scholar, and is proving herself to be an excellent teacher. 

Education is to the soul what cultivation is to the soil. Itis a 
drawing out by means of putting in. Suppose two farms, ad- 
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jacent to each other, of the same natural fertility and capacity. 
One is diligently cultivated, the other is neglected, left uncultivated. 
What a difference between the two! One becomes fruitful, abound- 
ing in useful plants and trees, beautiful to look upon}; the other is 
barren, or overgrown with weeds, and is ugly to look upon. Now 
education does for the soul of the child what cultivation does for 
the soil. It cuts off and takes away what is unsightly and unde- 
sirable, and brings out to view what is beautiful and beneficent, and 
causes the child to grow up into the well formed,. attractive, useful 
man or woman. ‘This is what we trust our schools are doing for 
the young people of Greenland. 

We suggest to our fellow citizens that they show more interest in 
the schools by occasional visits to them, and especially by attend- 
ing the annual school meeting; and we would also remind the 
ladies that they have a legal right to attend the meeting, and to 
vote in school affairs. 

Vertical writing has been introduced into the South School with 
evident advantage. to the scholars in this important practical part of 
education. |
